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Council under fire for not releasing £250k to help tenants 


CHIEFS SITTING 
ON CASH, CLAIM

WALSALL Council is sitting 
on £250,000 worth of funding 
support to help people with 
short-term rent problems, it 
has been claimed. 

Labour Councillor Diane Coughlan 
said the Tory-run Walsall Council 
received £687,000 from the Govern¬ 
ment for 2015/2016 to provided dis¬ 
cretionary housing payments (DHP). 

But she claimed that as of last week the 
council still had around a quarter of a million 
pounds sitting in the bank despite the end of 
the financial year fast approaching. 

Councillor Coughlan added: “I think it is ap¬ 
palling we have not spent this money. 

“When I was portfolio holder I made it a pri¬ 
ority that we provided this support to people 
and we actually overspent by £19,000 for the 
year. 

“Ever since the Government introduced the 
bedroom tax they have provided this money to 
help people who are evicted because of the wel¬ 
fare reforms. 

“The money is supposed to stop them being 
evicted and help them through the process. 

Vicious 

“It is all paid out of a discretionary fund. 

“I raised the issue with council last Friday as 
to why we haven’t spent it.” 

It comes as it was revealed last week that 
more than 100 people had been evicted from 
Walsall in two years following a rise in rents. 

Most housing associations have seen rent ar¬ 
rears since 2014. 

Democratic Labour Councillor Pete Smith 
collated figures that showed between four 
groups 135 people had been evicted in the pe¬ 
riod blaming the situation on ‘vicious’ welfare 
reforms. 

At the time Council Leader Mike Bird vowed 
to stand ‘shoulder to shoulder’ with him fight¬ 
ing the issue. But since it has been revealed the 
council has not spent a huge chunk of its sup¬ 
port funding he has been branded ‘hypocritical’ 
by Councillor Coughlan. 

She added: “This is the Government’s way 
of trying to cushion the impact of their welfare 
reforms and this administration has failed to 
help the people of Walsall. 

“So for Councillor Smith and Councillor Bird 
to ‘stand shoulder to shoulder together’ on the 
issue I find a little hypocritical, they should be 
making it their priority to spend this money by 
pointing their constituents who are facing evic¬ 
tion and hardship towards the DHP fund for 
help.” Walsall Council was not able to respond 
before going to press.

A PETITION against the closure of a tax 
office in Walsall has been presented by a 
town MP. HM Revenue & Customs plans to 
close the Pattison House office this year as 
part of cuts to its budgets. 

Staff will transfer to other offices in the 
region - but unions fear job cuts. The peti¬ 
tion handed in by Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz was signed by more than 500 people. 
The Public and Commercial and Services 
Union set up the petition just a week ago. 

Around 90 per cent of the workers based 
at the office are believed to be female.

Homes set to bring 
in £50,000 bonus 

PLANS to build 37 new homes in Bent¬ 
ley have been rubber-stamped by Wal¬ 
sall Council, which expects to receive 
around £50,000 in a new homes bonus 
from the scheme. 

Development officers had recom¬ 
mended the scheme, earmarked for 
land at Wilkes Avenue, be approved 
and now the planning committee has 
given its seal of approval. The land is 
vacant after a council-run care home 
was demolished. 

All of the new properties will be allo¬ 
cated for affordable housing.

A MAN escaped with just a hand injury 
when his car flipped over in Walsall. The 
Peugeot landed on its side in Delves Road 
on Monday near to the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton campus in the town. 

The man was treated for a hand injury 
at the scene and discharged without re¬ 
quiring hospital treatment. The accident 
caused traffic problems as emergency ser¬ 
vices and local authorities worked to clear 
the car and the debris. 

Ambulance spokesman John Hawker, 
said: “An ambulance and paramedic of¬ 
ficer attended the scene. One man, be¬ 
lieved to be in his 20’s, was treated and 
didn’t go to hospital.”

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Restaurant fined over mice droppings 



Little Bengal, Streetly 


AN Indian restaurant has been ordered 
to pay £14,000 over mouse droppings 
found at the premises. 

The Little Bengal on Blackwood 
Road, Streetly, was temporarily closed 
by environmental health officers fol¬ 
lowing an inspection last February over 
fears it posed a serious threat to public 
health. 

During their visit, inspectors also 
found that a sink for staff to wash their 
hands in was ‘unusable’ due to a pile of 
tea towels, outside bins were over-flow¬ 
ing and Balti dishes were so rusty and 


damaged they could no longer be suita¬ 
bly cleaned or disinfected. 

Appearing at Walsall Magistrates 
Court on behalf of the company which 
runs the restaurant, Boutique Bengal, 
Shanif Ahmed pleaded guilty to eight 
food safety and hygiene breaches. 

The company was fined £12,000 and 
made to pay £2,000 in court costs plus a 
£120 victim surcharge. 

Kerry Munro, prosecuting, said: 
“Officers saw mice droppings littered 
throughout the premises, amongst a 
number of hygiene breaches. The floor 


in the kitchen area was dirty, greasy 
and littered with food debris. 

“Droppings were found next to con¬ 
tainers used for storing vegetables and 
there had even been carrots that were 
gnawed at, rendering them unfit for 
human consumption.” 

The court heard the restaurant was 
allowed to open two days later after a 
major investment towards new equip¬ 
ment. It has since gone on to gain a four 
star hygiene rating. However, Ahmed 
said business had suffered since, with 
bosses considering selling up. 


Consultation lack claim 
on garages rent rise 


A COUNCILLOR has criticised a 
Walsall housing group, claiming 
it carried out a lack of consulta¬ 
tion over plans to raise garage 
rent prices. 

Darlaston south ward councillor 
Doug James has described the move 
by Walsall Housing Group a ‘simply 
unacceptable’. 

The group is raising its garage rent 
prices from £6.73 plus VAT per week to £10 
and its access way charges from £29.25 to 
£100 annually. 

But Darlaston residents have written to 
Councillor James over concerns they were 
not consulted over the increases and have 
not met with WHG for over six months. 

Councillor James said: “WHG is cur¬ 
rently undertaking a modernisation of 
their governance and committee struc¬ 
tures. I support their vision for the future. 

“However, failing to do the basics, with 
good liaison, and fair representation for 
leaseholders is simply unacceptable. Max¬ 
imising the income from empty garages 
would surely keep costs down. WHG have 
work to do to win back the trust of local 
leasehold orders in Darlaston.”

He added: “I will be looking into the 
services charges leaseholders paid while 
several of their services were not supplied 
during recent insulation work by a private 
contractor. Compensation or a service 
charge credit would seem to be a fair res¬ 
olution to some very poor management”. 

WHG director of housing Gary Brookes 
said: “It is our responsibility to ensure we 
use all our land and assets to the best ben¬ 
efit of all our tenants. In the current eco¬ 
nomic climate it is more important than 
ever that, as an organisation, we make sen¬ 
sible decisions about managing our costs. 

“We want to continue to offer a low-cost 
service and the new charge still represents 
a favourable discount compared to other 
providers. 

“We are not obliged to consult with res¬ 
idents about the decision to increase our 
rents for garages, garage plots and access 
ways. Equally, residents are not obliged to 
continue renting a garage or plot with us, 
and can serve notice before the increase 
comes into effect.” 


1941 bomb raids memorial unveiled

A PLAQUE commemorating peo¬ 
ple who lost their lives during 
bombings in the Black Country in 
1941 has been unveiled. 

It features 11 names and a short 
tribute, and is on the pillar of the 
gates at the entrance to George 
Rose Park in Darlaston. It cost 
£1,400 to make, four months to 
produce and was funded by Walsall 
Council after being arranged by 
councillors Chris and Paul Bott. 

The fateful raids took place on 
June 5, 1941 on the Rough Hay 


Estate on Lowe Avenue. A homage 
on the plaque reads: “In memory 
of those civilians, all residents of 
Lowe Avenue, who lost their lives 
on 5th June in the fatal air raid on 
Darlaston in 1941.” 

Councillor Paul Bott said he 
chose George Rose park as those 
who died in the bombings would 
certainly have been visitors. He 
said: “I was born on the Rough Hay 
estate and for years people have al¬ 
ways talked about the bombings. 
Chris secured the funding for the 


plaque and got the names on the 
plaque and I felt it was a good idea 
to put the plaque on the pillars of 
George Rose Park. We would like 
to thank the Bilston British Legion 
who provided the standard bearers. 

“Last year was 75 years since the 
Second World War and this memo¬ 
rial was badly needed.” 

The memorial was unveiled 
on Saturday morning by Percy 
Humpage Junior and Edna Rich¬ 
ards, whose father Percy Humpage 
helped rescue people in the raids. 


Fears over 
shortage of 
affordable 
properties 

THE average cost of renting a two-bed- 
room-home in the West Midlands over 
the past five years was £32,000, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

Homeless charity Shelter revealed the 
figures as part of research conducted in 
the region since 2010. 

The average number of people pay¬ 
ing their landlords in that time period 
is £32,313 - the same amount needed 
to put down a 20 per cent deposit on a 
house in the region for first time buyers. 

Campbell Robb, Shelter’s Chief Exec¬ 
utive, said: “When just five years of rent 
could get you the deposit on a house, it’s 
no wonder renters in the West Midlands 
feel like they’re getting a raw deal, pay¬ 
ing through the nose for something they 
can never call their own. 

“Our drastic shortage of afforda¬ 
ble homes is leaving millions of people 
stuck in their childhood bedrooms in a 
bid to save money, or in expensive and 
unstable private renting with little hope 
of ever saving for a home to put down 
roots in. 

“It doesn’t have to be this way,” he 
added. 

“The government can turn things 
around by investing in homes that peo¬ 
ple on ordinary wages can actually af¬ 
ford to buy, or rent for the long-term.” 

A breakdown of figures for areas in 
Staffordshire and the Black Country 
revealed that Lichfield had the highest 
average rent price of £34,664. 

Meanwhile Cannock Chase was at the 
bottom end of the table with an average 
price of £29,176. 

Inquest opens 
on canal death 

A WOMAN’S body was found in a 
canal in Smethwick after clothing be¬ 
came caught in a boat’s propeller, an 
inquest heard. 

Shareen Liaqat, aged 20, of Legge 
Street in West Bromwich, was discov¬ 
ered on January 27. 

Detective Inspector James Munro told 
the opening of an inquest at Smethwick 
Council House that officers carried out 
searches of the canal near Smethwick 
Galton Bridge but had to return the next 
morning due to darkness making search¬ 
ing difficult. 

At 3.26pm, police received a call from 
a canal worker who had found clothing 
in the propeller of his boat. 

Black Country coroner Mr Zafar Sid- 
dique adjourned the inquest for a full 
hearing on April 14.

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Urine for a 
shock after 
wee wall is 
put online 

YOBS urinating at a derelict car park 
in Walsall town centre have been 
shamed with their pictures posted on 
social media. 

A worker based next to the car 
park of the former 
M Latif & Sons 
branch in Brad¬ 
ford Street has 
shared CCTV im¬ 
ages of the culprits 
on Facebook. 

The new social 
media account, 
‘urine watch’, is 
regularly post¬ 
ing CCTV images 
of the public urinators with the apt 
hashtag ‘walsallwee’. Up to 10 im¬ 
ages have been posted by the account, 
featuring a range of males urinating 
up against a wall which has the word 
‘welcome’ written across it. 

According to the Twitter account, 
the incidents are taking place at the 
car park off Bradford Street. It has 
been unused since M Latif & Sons 
closed its branch next door. 

The account was established at the 
back end of last week and describes 
itself as ‘public urinators on show’. 

When contacted, the author of the 
account said it was getting to a point 
‘where at least three people’ were 
urinating in the spot on a daily basis. 
He said: “Walsall Council and police 
are aware of the problem, but it’s 
getting to a point now where at least 
three people urinate in public and I’ve 
caught two women defecating in the 
daytime in the car park. Not a pretty 
sight.” 

The council claims to have con¬ 
tacted the police, with foot patrols by 
officers planned. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, the 
deputy leader of Walsall Council, 
said: “I’m appalled to hear about this 
disgusting behaviour. We were only 
made aware of the problem on Fri¬ 
day.^_ 

Woman injured as 
two cars hit wall 

A WOMAN suffered leg and back in¬ 
juries after two cars were involved in 
a crash with a wall in Walsall. 

The crash left the front of a silver 
BMW badly crumpled while the other 
vehicle involved, a silver Mercedes, 
was also severely dented on the pas¬ 
senger side. The incident happened at 
around 1.10pm last Thursday at the 
junction of Field Road and Victoria 
Avenue in Bloxwich. 

A spokesman from West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “We responded to 
a 999 call reporting a RTC involving 
two cars and a brick wall. One female 
driver was released from a car suf¬ 
fering leg and back injuries. She was 
taken to hospital by ambulance. 

“The other driver, a male, received 
first aid at the scene. We had two 
crews there, one from Bloxwich and 
one from Walsall, 10 firefighters in 
total.”

Tributes as Poundland boss to retire

The man who turned Poundland 
into an international success story 
with £1 billion-a-year sales is to retire. 

Jim McCarthy, the former Birming¬ 
ham newspaper boy who has led the 
Black Country budget shopping pow¬ 
erhouse for a decade, will leave the 
company this summer. 

His successor will be Kevin 
O’Byrne, the head of DIY chain B&Q 
until last year. Mr O’Byrne joins 
Poundland as chief executive desig¬ 
nate on April 4. 

Poundland, based at its landmark 
headquarters beside the Black Coun¬ 


try Route in Willenhall, was founded 
in 1990 by former market trader 
Steve Smith. He and his father Keith 
sold up for £50 million a decade later. 

Mr McCarthy, the former head of 
Sainsbury’s convenience stores, was 
hired by the new owners in 2006. 
Under his leadership Poundland has 
grown from 146 stores with sales of 
£310 million to a business with more 
than 900 stores in the UK, Ireland 
and Spain. 

Mr McCarthy has overseen Pound- 
land’s £55 million takeover of 99p 
Stores over the last year, while in 


2014 he took the company public with 
its flotation on the London Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

Darren Shapland, Poundland’s 
chairman, said: “Jim has skilfully 
guided the business from a small pri¬ 
vate operation in 2006 to the strong 
and growing business it is today. 

“On behalf of the whole company I 
would like to thank him for the enor¬ 
mous contribution he has made to the 
business.” 

Mr McCarthy said: “I will leave the 
business in the hands of a very expe¬ 
rienced leadership team.”

He said: “Daisy was diagnosed very early as she 
had a rash under her eye and was rushed to the 
emergency child assessment unit, showing symp¬ 
toms of meningitis. By catching it early on doctors 
prevented it leading to full bacterial meningitis. It 
just made me realise as a parent, if you do spot any 
abnormalities you shouldn’t hesitate to contact the 
NHS. We’re lucky my wife Emma was on top of 
things, I dread to think what could have happened 
if it was left 24 hours later.”

Skate park to star in regeneration 


A new skate park, football pitch 
and play areas will feature as 
part of an ongoing regeneration 
project of the Goscote area in 
Blakenhall, it has emerged. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to Walsall Coun¬ 
cil for improvements to the area 
known as the Goscote Lane Cor¬ 
ridor. 

By the time work is completed, 
Walsall Housing Group will have 
invested more than £42 million 
building new homes in the zone, 
including £19m on the new Wa¬ 
ters Keep Estate. 


Development of the scheme has 
also created job opportunities for 
the borough. 

The latest application relates to 
an open space between by Shake¬ 
speare Crescent and Goscote 
Lodge Crescent. 

A statement on the application 
reads: “The open space is cur¬ 
rently low quality grassland with 
some existing formal paths and 
worn desire lines. 

“The open space is predomi¬ 
nantly used for informal recre¬ 
ation, such as dog-walking, and 
there is little in the way of play 


provision or sports facilities for 
children, teenagers or adults. 

“The open space is weakly 
linked and integrated with the 
surrounding residential area 
which heightens perceptions of 
personal security threats and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour activities.” 

Local councillor Peter Hughes 
has welcomed the application, 
adding he ‘sincerely hopes’ it is 
successful. 

He said: “This planning ap¬ 
plication is most welcomed and 
will complement the regener¬ 
ation that is now taking place,

A TEENAGE girl died after she was 
hit by a van while walking across a 
pedestrian crossing, an inquest heard. 

Zoe Shapiro suffered head and neck 
injuries in the crash and could not be 
saved despite the best efforts of med¬ 
ics. An inquest opening at Smethwick 
Council House heard how the 17-year- 
old was ‘in collision with a van’ as she 
tried to cross the road in Great Barr 
near her home on February 24. 

She was taken to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital but died 
from her injuries. The Q3 Academy 
pupil’s death has led to an outpouring 
of grief from friends and family. 

A police investigation has been 
launched into Zoe’s death. 

A 42-year-old man was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving and subsequently bailed. 

Black Country coroner Mr Zafar 
Siddique adjourned the inquest until 
a full hearing on April 15.

If I cut and past¬ 
ed all your learned contributions I would 
have a 2,500-word dissertation and possi¬ 
bly qualify for some sort of degree. I gather 
that’s how academia works these days. 

A READER says it’s time to name and 
shame those who wrongly use words that 
sound the same. The classic example, he 
says, is the graffiti on a railway bridge near 
Oswestry proclaiming: “Gorilla War Fair.” 

TIME required to fight and win the first 
World War: four years. Time required to 
fight and win the Second World War: six 
years. Time required to draw up new trade 
agreements in the event of the UK leaving 
the EU (according to Whitehall): 10 years. 
In this war of words, as with any war, the 
first casualty is truth. 

THIS was the week, as you have proba¬ 
bly noticed, when Donald Trump stopped 
being mad. After his Super Tuesday suc¬ 
cess, there were no wild-eyed demands to 
exclude Muslims or keep Mexicans out be¬ 
hind a massive wall. Instead, he spoke of 
unity and co-operation. What’s going on? 
There are two explanations. The first, from 
Piers Morgan, is that Trump has behaved 
outrageously to 
dominate the 
media and now, 
having virtually 
won the Repub¬ 
lican nomina¬ 
tion, can return 
to being the 
sober, reason¬ 
able business 
manager he is. 

The second explanation, which I prefer, 
is that Trump merely wanted to shake up 
US politics and never in his wildest dreams 
expected to get this far. With the White 
House on his horizon and not an iota of 
experience in politics, he is frightened to 
death of becoming president and needs all 
the friends he can find. 

THE Alliance of British Drivers claims 
speed cameras have failed to deliver “gen¬ 
uine reductions in road-accident rates” 
and are “a monumental waste of a very 
great deal of money.” Meanwhile, the Pope 
is still a Catholic and bears are to be found 
crouching in forests. The case for speed 
traps is made mainly by the so-called 
“safety partnerships,” who have a vested 
interest in providing a steady stream of err¬ 
ing motorists to attend driver-awareness 
courses at £100 a time. This is a £200m-a- 
year industry which provides part-time 
employment for ex-cops. The system sets 
its own limits, provides its own customers 
and imposes its own charges.

Photography pioneer dies aged 91 


A PIONEER of British camera design 
has died at the age of 91. Sir Kenneth 
Corfield, born in Rushall, on January 27, 
1924, was known by photography enthu¬ 
siasts for developing the Corfield Periflex 
35mm with his brother John. 

His company, K G Corfield Ltd, were 
based in Merridale Street, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, for some time where they produced 
high quality cameras and lenses basing 
many design features on the Leica range 


of 35mm cameras. Sir Kenneth studied at 
Elmore Green High in Bloxwich, where 
he was head boy. He is said to have died 
peacefully on January 11 with Patricia, 
his wife of 55 years, and their daughter 
at his side. 

Current Walsall Photographic Soci¬ 
ety member Brian Felgate, aged 77, said 
the club would honour him at their next 
meeting. He said: “Walsall has a very 
proud record of important people and 


Kenneth Corfield is further proof of that. 

“He is somebody that the Society and 
people of Walsall should be proud of.” 

Sir Kenneth later became an expert in 
telecommunications as an adviser to suc¬ 
cessive British governments.

Paramedic struck off 
over patient's death

A PARAMEDIC sacked from 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service for failing to help 
a patient who collapsed at 
Walsall Manor Hospital car 
park has been struck off. 

Carl Cope, aged 47, died after 
suffering a fatal heart attack in the 
hospital’s car park in 2012. 

Paramedic Andrew Davies alleg¬ 
edly stood by as Mr Cope died and 
he was sacked from WMAS as well 
as having criminal charges brought 
against him. 

These were later dropped but 
has been struck off the Health and 
Care Professionals Council register, 
meaning he can no longer work as a 
paramedic. 

An HCPC panel in London heard 
how there was a period of between 
six and nine minutes where Mr 
Davies would have been able to see 
Mr Cope on the ground but did not 
take action. 

A report from the hearing added: 
“The panel viewed the CCTV foot¬ 
age of the incident. It read the state¬ 
ments which were gathered from 
colleagues after the incident by the 
investigating officer. It heard and 
had the opportunity to question the 
HCPC witnesses. 

“This evidence all indicates to the 
panel that the registrant had sight 
of patient A whilst he was collapsed 
on the ground of the Walsall Manor 
Hospital car park and did not take 
‘any action’, as identified in the 
particular, to provide care to this 
patient.” 

Chair of the panel Naseem Malik 
said: “Mr Davies’ failure to act was 
conduct falling far below that ex¬ 
pected by the public, his profession, 
and fellow practitioners. There is, 
in the panel’s view, insufficient ev¬ 
idence that Mr Davies has gained 
meaningful insight into his failings. 
In the absence of such insight there 
remains a likelihood of repetition of 
the misconduct.” 

Mr Davies’s colleague Matthew 
Geary was given an eight month 
suspended sentence for his role in 
the incident. He was dnot struck off 
and is free to work as a paramedic. 


Ace player Kully brings home £200,000

HE swapped selling clothes for play¬ 
ing cards - and now this poker ace, 
left, from Willenhall is reaping the re¬ 
wards after scooping almost £200,000 
in a European tournament. 

Kully Sidhu worked for his father’s 
clothing store in Bentley before devel¬ 
oping a love of the game. 

Now aged 33, Mr Sidhu, from New 
Invention, won 250,000 euros, by fin¬ 
ishing third at the prestigious Dublin 
European Poker Tournament. The 
cards champ paid £5,000 to enter the 
competition’s six-day event. 

The big win comes just a year after 
Kully, who has been playing profes¬ 
sionally for six years, won £495,000 at 
a tournament in Barcelona. 

That win combined with his lat¬ 
est accounts for the majority of his 
£918,000 amassed from live tourna¬ 
ment winnings. 

Kully, who ranks 74th on England’s 
all-time poker winnings list, said: 
“It was great to get another big win 
under my belt. The tournament was 
a high pressure situation, as they all 
are at this level. 

“When you are playing the best of 
the best, it is part of the territory.” 

Balancing 

Kully, who studied at Sneyd Com¬ 
prehensive School in Bloxwich, 
worked with his father at Bentley 
clothing store Sidhu Fashions after 
leaving De Montfort University, 
where he had developed a love for the 
game. 

He tried to forge his professional ca¬ 
reer while balancing it with work but 
decided to call it quits at age 20 when 
he felt things weren’t going his way. 

He didn’t play cards for six months 
but soon got back in the swing of 
things, continuing his work at the 
clothes shop while preparing for a leap 
into the professional world. 

He said: “It was by no means an 
overnight thing, I had to work hard 
and be sure that I could commit to 
being professional before I made the 
decision. It was on and off for a long 
time. When I stopped playing, it didn’t 
feel right at the time but it helped me 
become the player I am now.” 


Flouting of 
planning 
feared as 
staff leave 

WALSALL Council has been branded 
‘foolish’ after being left without any 
dedicated development enforcement 
officers. It has prompted fears that 
planning laws across the borough will 
be openly flouted. 

Two officers who dealt with conten¬ 
tious planning issues have recently 
left while a temporary replacement 
from an agency has also moved on. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan claimed 
a factory at Wolverhampton Street in 
Willenhall has been used illegally for 
housing for months and warned that 
the town can expect to see more rogue 
developments without a dedicated 
team to clamp down on them. 

He said: “People have been living 
inside that factory since last year. It 
has been turned into a house of mul¬ 
tiple occupancy without having plan¬ 
ning consent. It is just one example 
and this sort of things makes us look 
foolish.” 

He added: “It is a difficult time at 
the moment. Two officers have left 
and the agency officer has also gone. 
There is no-one to go out and take en¬ 
forcement action. The council leader 
has said we are now advertising for 
the posts.” 

The council declared it was moni¬ 
toring the situation at the factory. 

A spokesman said: “Officers have 
been aware of this site since last year 
and visits have been undertaken. 
Consideration is now being given as 
to whether there is sufficient evidence 
to support any future enforcement ac¬ 
tion.” 

Brakes are put 
on car cruising 

POLICE say a clampdown on car 
cruising in Walsall has been a success. 

In January, neighbourhood officers 
in Aldridge confirmed they had re¬ 
ceived a number of calls reporting car 
cruising on Sunday nights at Brick¬ 
yard Road and the Maybrook Indus¬ 
trial Estate. 

After increased monitoring from 
forces across the region, no further 
complaints were made in February. 

Sergeant Joanne Winters said: “The 
local neighbourhood team together 
with other police departments are 
monitoring the car cruisers’ activity. 

“At the beginning of February a 
joint regional operation with Stafford¬ 
shire, West Mercia, Warwickshire and 
West Midlands police was conducted 
and I can state that we have had no 
further calls.” 

New homes at old 
pub site now in use 

THE first new homes at a former 
crime-hit pub in Wolverhampton are 
now occupied. The Bushbury Arms, 
on Showell Circus, is being trans¬ 
formed due to a partnership between 
Wrekin Housing Trust and Bushbury

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Hundredsof 
pupils get 
taught out 
of borough 

AROUND 150 pupils with special ed¬ 
ucational needs are being educated 
outside the borough as achievement 
levels fall below the national average. 

Council bosses met to discuss is¬ 
sues with the special educational 
needs system in Walsall on Tuesday. 
A report into work being undertaken 
states that there are currently about 
150 children and young people get¬ 
ting their education outside of the 
borough. 

It also says the achievement of pu¬ 
pils with special educational needs 
disabilities at Key Stages 2 and 4 in 
Walsall ‘falls significantly below the 
national average’. Reducing the need 
for children and young people to go 
out of the borough to receive their ed¬ 
ucation is listed as a key priority for 
bosses. 

Councillor Chris Towe, Portfolio 
Holder for Education Services said: 
“Some children and young people 
have specialist educational needs, 
and sometimes these are best met by 
expert providers who may be outside 
of the borough. By working directly 
with families, we ensure that a child’s 
educational provision is appropriate 
to their needs. 

“However, sometimes due to the 
specialist nature of some children’s 
and young people’s needs, this provi¬ 
sion may not be in Walsall.” 

Also listed amongst a number of 
targets for the sector is a plea to re¬ 
duce complaints from parents of spe¬ 
cial educational needs children by 
putting ‘the child and family more at 
the centre of the service’. 


Car park plans 
given backing 

PLANS for a free car park on the site 
of a former neighbourhood office have 
been backed by transport bosses in 
Walsall. 

Land in Buxton Road, Little Blox- 
wich near Lower Farm Primary 
School, will be converted into a 19- 
space car park, with two spaces re¬ 
served for disabled users. 

The car park will be built using 
£90,000 from the sale of the former 
Millfields Nursery School. Work is 
expected to start over Easter and will 
take eight to 10 weeks to complete. 

Deputy council leader Councillor 
Adrian Andrew said: “It will be a 
boost to traders and shoppers in the 
area. It makes a lot of sense to provide 
spaces for people to park their vehi¬ 
cles off site.” 

Delays are due 
with roadworks 

DELAYS are expected on a main road 
when roadworks get underway. South 
Staffs Water will be repairing equip¬ 
ment valves on the A449 near Wall 
Heath from Friday. The work is set to 
last four days.

Justice has last laugh 
on fined fly-tip pair 



TWO laughing fly-tippers who tied 
a rope to a ‘no tipping’ sign to help 
dump a mountain of rubbish have 
been fined £400 each after being 
caught on camera. 

Footage shows the unsuspecting John 
Herbert and McCawley Arrowsmith attach 
the bag full of demolition debris to the sign¬ 
post in Blakenall. 

The pair, from Well Lane, Blakenall, then leap 
in the van before it is driven forward, launch¬ 
ing the bag of rubbish off the back of the wagon. 
Both appear laughing as they make their geta¬ 
way, leaving the waste, along with a large tree 
root, behind them. 

Justice finally caught up with the pair, aged 19, 
when they both appeared at Walsall Magistrates 
Court last Monday, pleading guilty to fly-tipping. 
They were both fined £400 for the offence and 
ordered to pay a further £123 in compensation, 
costs of £150 and a victim surcharge of £40. 

The incident happened in Canalside Close, 
Blakenall on October 26, 2014. 

Council bosses have slammed their actions. 

Majority 

The borough’s environmental portfolio holder, 
Councillor Louise Harrison, said: “We work hard 
to keep our borough tidy and a huge majority of 
residents respect the environment in which they 
live but there are some that simply don’t care 
and this tough action complements the day-to- 
day work we do within the community.” 

Last year, bosses spent £4,000 on eight devices 
to covertly record offenders, which were strategi¬ 
cally positioned in hotspots around the borough, 
before being moved around to cope with demand. 

The council previously used only Domehawk 
cameras, which are fitted onto lamp posts but 
they are clearly visible. Figures from the author¬ 
ity show that fly-tippers struck on more than 
5,000 occasions between 2012 and 2014, with 
£345,000 being spent on cleaning up rubbish 
dumped over that period. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Walsall Council 
deputy leader said: “The total disregard shown 
by the actions of these individuals has been justly 
recognised by Walsall Magistrates. We will not 
tolerate behaviour like this which attempts to 
pour scorn on the rights of our residents to live 
in a clean and safe environment. 

“Each of these individuals will have to pay 
back £10 a week for the next year and a half or 
face the consequences of further legal action.”

Their report said: “Processes for re¬ 
cruitment were not robust enough to 
maintain patient safety as some staff 
who had not had DBS (Disclosure and 
Barring Service) checks completed 
worked directly with patients.”

Corbyn: My love for 


the Black Country

Labour’s Jeremy Corbyn re¬ 
veals his West Midland roots - 
an area he fondly remembers. 

ROB GOLLEDGE reports 

HE is the firebrand veteran Labour 
backbencher who became the sur¬ 
prise Leader of the Opposition af¬ 
ter sweeping the party’s leadership 
contest by a landslide. 

But, surprisingly, the radical left wing¬ 
er’s roots can be traced back to a leafy 
fringe of the Black Country. 

The Labour leader’s parents worked in Staf¬ 
ford and he grew up in nearby Newport over 
the Shropshire border. 

It was here that he also developed a ‘great 
affection’ for the Black Country and its indus¬ 
tries. 

He has told how growing up in the region 
shaped him but how even at an early age his 
views found him at odds with his peers. 

In a candid interview with over a cup of tea 
in Willenhall, during a recent visit to the area, 
Mr Corbyn said: “Whilst I probably had polit¬ 
ical differences with just about everybody at 
various times I remember it all extremely well 
and enjoyably. 

Diversity 

“I absolutely do have an affection for the 
Black Country because the amazing history 
and diversity of it. 

“Different industries took place in different 
places. 

“The nail-makers, the lock-makers, the 
blast furnaces, and later the car industry, the 
aircraft industry and all that.” 

And he sees a bright future for the region. 

“I think the renaissance of the Black Coun¬ 
try in the sense of culture and art that has 


gone on has been incredible,” he said. 

“Also the way in which the centre of Bir¬ 
mingham has been transformed is fantastic.” 

Mr Corbyn also recalled that he was once 
in journalism himself, and at one time was a 
reporter on the Newport and Market Dray¬ 
ton Advertiser, part of the Chronicle’s parent 
group the Midland News Association. 

“I was briefly its chief reporter covering 
everything from crime, education to religious 


affairs,” he said with a smile. Although born in 
Wiltshire, Mr Corbyn moved with his family to 
Shropshire when he was seven years old. 

They lived in the seven-bedroom Yew Tree 
Manor in Pave Lane and Mr Corbyn attended 
the fee-paying Castle House School in Newport 
before attending Adams Grammar School. 

He fondly told of his father, David - who 
was an engineer for GEC, General Electric 
Company, the engineering firm specialising in 


heavy electrical equipment, based in Stafford 
- and his mother, Naomi, who taught in both 
Stafford and Wellington. 

He also revealed how his father was part of 
the founding group that set up the Blists Hill 
Museum at Madeley. 

“I grew up in Shropshire and then in life had 
the amazing experience of leaving Newport at 
the end of school and was a volunteer in Ja¬ 
maica and went there for two years and went 
around Latin America and so on,” he said. 

“I then came back and my first job was on 
a farm. 

“I have always been formed by this small 
town which was my entire world until I left 
it then went all around the world and end up 
with the job I am doing now. 

“What I liked about it was the sense of com¬ 
munity that there was there. 

“In a sense everyone is looking for a feeling 
of community and even in densely-populated 
urban areas there is still the search for a vil¬ 
lage belonging. 

Landscape 

“Village belonging can be a physical one, 
can be community one in terms of linguistic 
of ethnic community it can be lots of things. 
Shropshire is a wonderful county. 

“It’s the largest inland county and has that 
amazing diversity of landscape from the rel¬ 
ative flat part in North Shropshire and then 
Church Stretton and Ironbridge, the cradle of 
the Industrial Revolution. 

“Indeed my dad was one of the people who 
founded the Blists Hill Museum because he 
was very keen on industrial history and he 
worked at GEC in Stafford. 

“And my mum was a teacher firstly in Wel¬ 
lington and then in Stafford so I remember 
their anger when the Shrewsbury to Stafford 
railway line closed. 

“I have a real love of Shropshire and the 
Black Country and have many happy memo¬ 
ries from growing up here.”

Rail users in call over direct link 


RAIL users have made a fresh plea for a direct train line 
between Walsall and Wolverhampton. 

The 12-minute link was reintroduced in 1998, but closed 
in 2008 after funding was withdrawn. Proposals to reopen 
stations at Willenhall Bilston Street and Portobello were 
also dropped. 

Currently, rail passengers travel between Walsall and 
Wolverhampton via Birmingham, taking more than an 
hour. At a Government rail consultation held at Walsall 
Station, passengers called for the rail link to be returned. 

Ray Butler, aged 71, from Wednesbury, said: “I also 
think if they reopened the Darlaston line and put in a park 


and ride it would create a circular route and there would 
be a better connection for everyone.” 

Semi-retired Mike Ballinger, aged 64, from Aldridge, 
said he thought services had improved but also called for 
a more direct link between the two major Black Country 
destinations. 

Representatives from West Midlands Rail, Department 
for Transport and Walsall Council were on hand during the 
‘have your say’ consultation. 

John French, aged 77, of Lee Road, Walsall, said: “If ever 
we go into Wolverhampton we get the bus but we’d much 
prefer to get the train. It used to be so quick.” 


Memorial key to town’s heritage 


A MEMORIAL to the lock¬ 
smiths of Willenhall has 
been unveiled. The fitting 
tribute was the culmina¬ 
tion of years of fundrais¬ 
ing and research. 

The Willenhall Lock Workers 
Memorial was unveiled to a crowd 
of around 200 people eager to see 
the names of former factory work¬ 
ers inscribed on bricks to mark 
their contribution to the town’s 
history. 

A plan to build a monument in 
the town centre containing the 
details of workers past and pres¬ 
ent has been long in the making, 
with more than £10,000 of funding 
raised and more than 300 mem¬ 
bers of the public backing the idea 
by buying a brick. 

Campaign 

The Willenhall Heritage Trust 
launched a sponsorship campaign 
in 2014 to help cover the costs to 
build the structure, which is lo¬ 
cated on land at the corner of Wal¬ 
sall Street and Bilston Street. 

It recognises the people who 
worked for leading industry names 
such as Yale, Chubb and Squire. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, who 
is also a member of the Willenhall 
Heritage Trust, said: “I would like 
to thank everyone who attended 
the unveiling and of course, all of 
those who purchased a brick. 

“Without them it wouldn’t have 
been possible to get this far. 

“Now the memorial is up I hope 
it can be maintained for a long 
time to preserve a crucial part of 
our history.”

SCHOOLS in Walsall have gone 
under the microscope as Gov¬ 
ernment education chiefs review 
whether improvements demand¬ 
ed two years ago have been 
made. 

In 2014, Ofsted concluded Walsall 
Council, the education authority for 
state-run schools in the borough, ‘re¬ 
quired improvement’. 

Last week inspectors returned, and vis¬ 
ited around a dozen schools. 

Education chief Councillor Chris Towe 
said: “In 2014 Ofsted took a view that we 
needed improvement and now they are re¬ 
visiting us. 

“They will visit at least 12 schools and be 
looking in on the council to ensure we are 
doing our best to support schools.” 

In a damning verdict two years ago, 
Ofsted declared too many students were 
learning in inadequate establishments. 

Quick 

The watchdog also concluded the propor¬ 
tion of young pupils achieving average lev¬ 
els of attainment at the end of Key Stages 1 
and 2 was too low and improvements were 
not quick enough. Similarly, inspectors 
criticised the lack of sixth formers achiev¬ 
ing good grades. 

Councillor Towe said the authority had 
made strides in recent months. “We need to 
be in a better place locally,” she said. 

“There has been some significant im¬ 
provements made. However it will be for 
Ofsted to tell us how far we have come 
when they publish their report. 

“I have been pleased to see the work 
we have been doing in Walsall. Positives 
changes have been made.” 

She cited Leamore Primary in Bloxwich 
moving out of special measures last month 
as evidence the authority may be heading in 
the right direction. 

As recently as December, however, the 
borough’s primary’s were collectively rated 
as the some of the worst in the country.

Early cancer diagnosis 
targets being missed 


WALSALL Manor Hospital is 
missing time targets for diag¬ 
nosing and treating patients in 
the early stages of cancer. 

Hospitals across the country are 
expected to provide 85 per cent of pa¬ 
tients starting treatment 62 days after 
a referral, but Walsall’s figures sat at 
69 per cent in January 

Targets were also missed for 62-day re¬ 
ferrals for treatment after a patient had 
been upgraded by a consultant to start 
treatment. 

The hospital also missed the 95 per cent 
target for all patients being seen to with 
four hours in accident and emergency, re¬ 
cording 84.3 per cent. 

The trust did meet national cancer tar¬ 
gets for arranging follow-up surgery or 
drug treatments within 31 days. All figures 
were recorded for the month of January 
and revealed during a Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust board meeting last Wednesday. 

Pathways 

Steve Vaughan, the trust’s interim chief 
operating officer, admitted there were a 
number of patients waiting longer than 
they should be for cancer treatment and 
diagnosis. 

Mr Vaughan, speaking during the meet¬ 
ing, said there was some good work being 
carried out to reduce ‘cancer pathways’, 
which aims to bring down waiting times, to 
remedy the problems. 

He said: “We are revising our remedial 
action plan, looking at how we are oversee¬ 
ing the waiting lists. 

“We are also looking at how we can 
shorten the pathways for patients.” 

Mr Vaughan said an emergency care task 
force had been set up in response to ensure 
the trust could reach its targets. 

“We discharge about 45 patients on av¬ 
erage over the weekend but we want those 
figures to reach 60,” he said. 

“During January we saw a small percent¬ 
age increase in patients waiting longer than 
18 weeks for referral but the total backlog 
is reducing.”

THE former Bulls Head pub in 
Bloxwich has had the final nail in 
its coffin after planning chiefs ap¬ 
proved plans to have the building 
demolished. 

It will be replaced by 14 sup¬ 
ported living apartments. It has 
been shut since 2007 and was dev¬ 
astated by an arson attack in 2011. 

At a planning committee meeting, 
councillors unanimously approved 
the plans which the committee’s 
chairman councillor Garry Perry 
said ‘made sense’. 

Councillors raised concerns over 
the type of people who would be 
living in the apartments given that 
it would not be a care facility but 


these were addressed by the appli¬ 
cant on the night, Bromford Devel¬ 
opments. 

Councillor Perry said: “I think on 
balance given the condition of that 
building after the arson attack it 
just makes sense to get it developed 
while we have the opportunity to do 
so.” The pub’s roof was destroyed 
in a suspected arson attack which 
caused part of the first floor and in¬ 
terior walls to collapse back in 2011. 

Thirty firefighters tackled the 
blaze, which left the pub in a dan¬ 
gerous state. For a period, it was 
poised to be taken over by JD Weth- 
erspoon, which would have created 
40 new jobs.

Vice girl 
robbers in 
bag theft 
are jailed 


TWO drug addict prostitutes are behind bars 
after snatching a woman’s handbag and 
threatening to stab her. 

And one of them, who committed an attempted 
robbery the following day, sold an electronic tablet 
stolen from a house to try and fund her and another 



Court heard how Kayley 
Roberts pounced on her un¬ 
suspecting victim, a widow 
in her 50s, in the first rob¬ 
bery, before calling Rebecca 
Tonkinson over to help her 
when she couldn’t wrestle 
the bag away. 

Prosecutor Ian Ball said: 
“The robbery took place on 
October 20, 2015 of a lady’s 
handbag. She left home and 
headed towards Wednes- 
bury Road bus stop on the 
day of the attack. 

“She then heard someone 
behind her who grabbed her 
handbag. A tug of war then 
took place. The victim at¬ 
tempted to hit the attacker 
to get her to release the 
bag. Roberts called over to 
Tonkinson to help get the 
bag. Tonkinson reached 
into her pocket and told the 
victim ‘I’ll P**ing stab you. 
Roberts took hold of the bag 
and made her escape. 

“Her bag wasn’t recov¬ 
ered, and she lost her purse, 
camera, bank cards and the 
first photographs of her 
grandchildren. She is afraid 
to leave the house some 
mornings.” 

He added: “An attempted 
robbery then took place 
the next day just before 
2pm outside White Pearl 
Pharmacy in Darlaston. A 
65-year-old woman had just 
left her flat and was walking 
past, when a girl arrived to 
try and snatch her bag. 

“The woman held onto 
her bag but it was grabbed 
by Roberts with considera-

ble force. A man saw what 
was happening and ran over 
to help and Roberts ran 
away. Then on October 27, 
a house was burgled in Wal¬ 
sall. “Among the items they 
took was a Lenovo tablet, 
which Roberts attempted 
to sell at a branch of Cash 
Converters.” 

It was heard the tablet 
had been acquired by her 
accomplice Carl Spragg. 
Roberts, of Tantarra Street, 
Walsall, pleaded guilty to 
robbery, attempted robbery 
and handling stolen goods. 
Tonkinson, of St Johns 
Road, Walsall, pleaded guilty 
to robbery, and Spragg, of 
St Michaels Street, Walsall, 
pleaded guilty to handling 
stolen goods. 

Mr David Swinnerton, 
defending Roberts, said 
that she had grown up with 
a mother who was a drug 
addict and an alcoholic. He 
said she has had heroin and 
crack cocaine addictions 
since the age of 18. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
defending Tonkinson, said 
that she was a mother-of- 
five who had her first child 
at the age of 16. Judge Peter 
Barrie sentenced Roberts 
to two and a half years in 
prison and Tonkinson to 11 
months behind bars. Spragg 
was handed a sentence of 
four months, but was re¬ 
leased having already served 
the time.

Lock where first earth 
was dug for canal link 


IN 1766, exactly 250 years 
ago, a spade was thrust 
into the ground at Comp¬ 
ton, and construction 
of the Staffordshire & 
Worcestershire Canal be¬ 
gan. 

The Act of Parliament au¬ 
thorising this important link 
between the East coast via 
the River Trent, and the West 
coast via the River Severn, was 
passed on May 14, 1766, and 
work began soon after. 

The first earth was dug at 
Compton lock, on what is the 
highest level of the canal. 

The overall supervisor of the 
canal was James Brindley, who 
had built the Duke of Bridge¬ 
water’s canal in Lancashire, 
and was also constructing the 
Trent & Mersey Canal. 

Brindley was born in 1716, 
near Leek, and thus this year 
is the 300th anniversary of his

birth. The actual construction 
of the canal was given to one 
of Brindley’s pupil assistants, 
Thomas Dadford, who had 
been born near Stourton but 
was living in Wolverhampton 
at the time. 

He and his sons went on to 
become major canal engineers 
in their own right. 

The canal opened in 1772, 
as did the Birmingham Canal 
Navigations, which linked with 
it at Aldersley, rising through 
21 locks to the centre of the 
City and onwards throughout 
the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

For the first time the coal 
and iron products of the re¬ 
gion could be exported in bulk 
throughout the country, and 


the world, and the industrial 
revolution was facilitated. 

The canal reached the River 
Severn at Stourport, and at its 
other end joined the Trent & 
Mersey Canal at Great Hey- 
wood. Soon afterwards the 
Shropshire Union Canal to the 
North West also linked with 
the Staffs & Worcs, at Auther- 
ley Junction, half a mile from 
Aldersley and an important 
waterways crossroads was cre¬ 
ated. 

The Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre, which sits 
only yards from the canal is 
planning an exhibition to cel¬ 
ebrate the 250th anniversary 
and is seeking to borrow any 
related artefacts to add to its 
own small collection. 

Open every Sunday, the Her¬ 
itage Centre offers a free map 
for a self guided walk around 
the adjacent historic sites.

Metal thefts fail 
following police 
blitz on cowboys

METAL theft has plummeted by as much as 82 per cent in the West 
Midlands during a police blitz on rogue traders who buy stolen scrap. 
There were around 350 crimes a month in the region in 2012, down to 
just 60 at the end of last year. 

Falling global demand and prices for metal, coupled with West Midlands Po¬ 
lice’s Operation Steel, which has targeted thieves and dealers who turn a blind 


eye to stolen metal, have been credited 

Churches, schools, bus shelters and peo¬ 
ple’s homes have all been targeted for lead, 
copper and other metals by thieves who 
cashed in on growing metal prices. 

Railways and phone networks were dis¬ 
rupted, and businesses were left with huge 
repair bills. Last June, it was reported 
how lead thieves targeted a Grade-I listed 
church near Wolverhampton, stripping 
metal from the roof and causing £10,500 
worth of damage. 

It was the sixth time St Bartholomew’s 
Church in Tong had been hit by metal 
thieves in the space of five years. 

And in May, raiders targeted Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Compton Hospice to tear lead 
from the roof and catalytic converters from 
the fleet of charity shop delivery vans. Po¬ 
lice were given a boost by the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Act 2013. Officers have been carry¬ 
ing out spot checks on traders, and pulling 
over suspect vehicles. 

Temporary Supt Phil Dolby, who leads 
Operation Steel, said: “Regular checks of 
vehicles and scrap sites, along with new 
legal powers, have helped us combat metal 


with the drop.

theft and deter thieves. Any scrap metal 
yards operating illegally or found to have 
taken stolen metal face being taken to court 
and that’s helping really restrict the mar¬ 
ket for thieves. 

“Metal theft is not a victimless crime: 
thefts from iconic community buildings like 
churches or mosques can be harmful to a 
community, while stealing cables can cut 
off the internet, leading to losses of millions 
of pounds for some companies. There is also 
the public safety element: for example, if 
manhole covers are removed.” 

Bernie Auguste, security chief at BT 
Openreach said new laws, coupled with 
technology that can highlight suspicious 
activity within cables, had helped. Police 
and Crime Commissioner David Jamieson 
added: “Metal theft has a huge impact on 
victims. Those responsible have no regard 
for targets, with churches, war memorials 
and people’s homes all hit by those on the 
hunt for copper and lead.”

Sweet treats for hospital 


A MARCH by anti-Islam pro¬ 
testers through Walsall town 
centre has been branded 
a huge waste of police re¬ 
sources after dozens of dem¬ 
onstrators failed to show. 

Fewer than 40 people from the far- 
right group calling themselves the 
United Patriots turned up for the rally 
on February 27 despite claims up to 
150 campaigners would be marching 
through the streets. 

Yet West Midlands Police were still 
required to provide a reassuring pres¬ 
ence in the town, allocating liaison of¬ 
ficers and regular uniformed officers to 
marshal the event. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “It was a total waste of police re¬ 
sources and public money. 

“The police presence was quite 
heavy on the day. It is people like this 
who make their job more difficult. 

“I am pleased to see it was a flop as 
it instils confidence that we know what 
we are doing in Walsall.” 

With one flag between them the 
bunch made their way from Leicester 
Street around the town via a busy St 
Paul’s bus station. Passers-by looked 
on as the ‘Patriots’ chanted. 

At the final destination Gallery 
Square, in the absence of a proper 
stage and no microphone, 18-year-old 
march organiser ‘Liam Walsall’ simply 
stood on a bench outside Costa and 
uttered a few words before the small 
congregation dissipated. 

Addressing the group he conceded 
‘the numbers aren’t the best’ but still 
declared the Patriots had ‘achieved 
what we wanted to achieve’. 

Police confirmed there were no ar¬ 
rests although some campaigners did 
have to be warned after confronting 
people at a counter demonstration 
from the Stand Up to Racism and We 
are Walsall groups held nearby at St 
Paul’s Church.

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Mouse 
droppings 
takeaway 
is fined 


THE OWNER of a restaurant in the Black 
Country has been hit with a court bill of 
nearly £3,500 after hygiene inspectors found 
mouse droppings in the kitchen. 

Mr Raymond Man, owner of Po Wing on Harden 
Road, pleaded guilty to a breach of food and hygiene 
regulations at Walsall Magistrates Court. 


It came after inspectors 
found droppings in the 
kitchen of his takeaway. 
Man said that he had known 
of a rodent problem for a 
month prior to the inspec¬ 
tion last April and had been 
doing his best to keep it at 
bay, but knew very little 
about pest control. 

The court heard that the 
kitchen of Po Wing had a 
hole in the ceiling above the 
sink allowing rodents access 
and that mouse droppings 
had been found on shelving. 

Following the inspection, 
environmental health of¬ 
ficers forced the takeaway 
to close immediately and get 
the rodent problem under 
control. It reopened on April 
22, six days after the inspec¬ 
tion, with officers happy 
that sufficient measures 
had been taken to address 
the issue.

Kerry Munro said: “Officers 
noted that there was no pest 
control contract in the take¬ 
away during their inspec¬ 
tion. Mice spread diseases 
such as salmonella if they 
come into contact with food 
and all measures should be 
taken to prevent that from 
happening. 

Man told the court that 
he had little knowledge of 
pest control and had signed 
up to a pest control contract 
straight away after the in¬ 
spection. Man was fined 
£2,000, made to pay court 
costs of £1,337 and a victim 
surcharge of £120. Chief 
magistrate Shirley Bent¬ 
ley said: “We have heard 
everything that has been 
said in your defence and 
against you in court today 
and we will deal with this 
offence by way of a fine.”

A knight to remember

Don Quixote, 

Swan Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon 

AN UTTERLY compelling perfor¬ 
mance by David Threlfall as the be¬ 
fuddled and bewildered old knight, 
mistaking windmills for monsters 
and flocks of sheep for armies, will no 
doubt bring the former Shameless star 
many deserved plaudits. 

His portrayal of the deluded penni¬ 
less Spanish nobleman with a hopeless 
devotion to chivalry is a masterclass in 
tragi-comedy. 

He launched his career at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in 1980 as the 
tormented young Smike in Nicholas 
Nickleby, and returns 36 years later 
to play a man at the end of his life. 

Squinting from behind his strag¬ 
gling beard at a hostile world, his Don 


Quixote de la Mancha is clearly suffer¬ 
ing a form of dementia. Yet he finds 
a marvellous dignity in his devotion 
to his moral code, despite the many 
humiliations heaped upon him from 
violent angry shepherds, ungrateful 
freed slaves and a mocking duke and 
duchess. 

He has a fine partner in Rufus 
Hound as a portly padded Sancho 
Panza, the long-suffering peasant 
‘squire’ who attempts, but always 
fails, to keep his master out of trouble. 

The sight of the two of them perched 
upon their ramshackle steeds, plus 
the slapstick and in-jokes, brought to 
mind Monty Python. One did expect 
the Spanish Inquisition, which would 
not have been so surprising in 17th 
century Spain. 

Director Angus Jackson, a Brum¬ 


mie, has thrown everything but the 
kitchen sink (though there is a wash 
basin for a helmet) into this produc¬ 
tion: songs, puppets, stage fights and 
lots of comedy. 

There are some very witty lines by 
James Fenton, who has adapted the 
classic novel by Miguel De Cervantes, 
who was a contemporary of William 
Shakespeare. 

With a running time of just under 
three hours (including interval), 
maybe a couple of the songs could have 
been cut to make it a little more pacey. 

However, it seems harsh to criticise 
a production with a performance as 
outstanding as Threlfall’s poignant 
Quixote. 

Don Quixote continues in repertoire 
at The Swan until May 21.

AAH, the Brecon Beacons. Vi¬ 
sions of beautiful barren moun¬ 
tains where only the most dedi¬

- right? Wrong! So wrong... 

Never have I been so impressed with one 
particular area and all it has to offer. The 
pretty towns - even in February; the friend¬ 
liness of people; and the stunning wildlife 
and scenery, even if you don’t make it to the 
top of one of those mountains which are a 
constant backdrop. 

Brecon Beacons Holiday Cottages was es¬ 
tablished 30 years ago by owner, Elizabeth 
Daniel who has grown the business and built 
a fantastic selection of unique properties for 
hire, be they barn conversions, stone cot¬ 
tages, manor houses, townhouses or quirky 
listed buildings. 

With an emphasis on providing as much 
local knowledge of the area they are obvi-

ously so proud of, the team are always on hand 
to offer any tips and advice about what is going 
on around them. There is also network of local 
businesses and services which can be used at a 
discount, via various vouchers available. 

We stayed at a stunning little cottage called 
the Counting House in the picturesque village 
of Talybont-on-Usk, with both the River Usk 
and the Monmouthshire and Brecon Canal run¬ 
ning through it. 

Built partly on stilts, the Counting House 
dates back to 1814 situated at the end of the 
Brynoer tramroad. It is therefore a grade II 
listed building, predominantly made of stone 
rubble, with a Welsh slate roof, and has various 
delightful features including gothic archways 
and upside down accommodation offering spec¬ 
tacular views over the canal and the Vale of Usk 
into the distance. 

It has just been renovated and offers mod 
cons you would expect from any cottage in any 


part of the country - just don’t expect the in¬ 
ternet and mobile phone service you are used 
to! My wife and I unwittingly shared these 
out. My phone could get texts and calls and 
she was able to log onto her email account! 

A first morning walk along the canal was 
just the ticket for getting some of that fine 
country air into our lungs, with a gentle un¬ 
winding session carried on in one of the fine 
hostelries Talybont had to offer. We plumped 
for the White Hart Inn. Truth be told, it was 
the nearest to our cottage, so not too far for 
us to stagger back afterwards! But the roar¬ 
ing open fire, lovely Rhymney’s ale and fine 
food certainly won us over. 

We had days out in Abergavenny and 
Brecon, each with their own attractions, and 
each with a stunning mountain as a backdrop 
- Sugar Loaf and Pen Y Fan, respectively. 

Abergavenny is steeped in ancient history 
and there is plenty to keep the enthusiast in¬ 
terested, but for me the Linda Vista Gardens, 
with its collection of all sorts of trees, was 


fascinating - the London Plane, never heard 
of it, but my goodness, it is an awesome sight. 

Brecon has real character and a military 
feel, across the years, with links to the Zulu 
Wars, among many others. The cathedral 
is truly imposing, both inside and out, and 
there is a lovely walk which takes you down 
to the water’s edge where the Honddu and 
Usk rivers meet. 

We also managed to take in Tretower Cas¬ 
tle and Court, which is a quirky stop-off and 
again something for the history enthusiast. 

We came away from our stay in Brecon 
Beacons realising that we had only scratched 
at the surface. A comfortable two-hour drive 
away, with something to offer the visitor 
across all seasons, one day we will make it to 
the top of one of those mountains and wonder 
at the beauty of one of Britain’s most unsung 
national parks. But when it’s a bit warmer!

Kia is quickly emerging as a 
front-runner in the small SUV class 
and the arrival of the fourth gener¬ 
ation Sportage will push company 
sales closer to the top. 

The third generation model was Kia’s 
best seller in the UK and was a huge im¬ 
provement on its predecessor - the latest 
arrival takes those improvements a stage 
further and you’ll be seeing a lot more of 
this Sportage. 

Sportage already had a lot going for it but 
Kia has built on those strengths to improve on 
efficiency, C02 levels, connectivity levels and 
technology advances to step up the game 
against rivals Nissan Qashqia, Mazda CX-5, 
Hyundai Tuscon and the Ford Kuga. 

There are now four engines with five power 
outputs and three transmissions with the in¬ 
troduction of a 1.6-litre T-GDi unit and a 7DCT 
(seven-speed dual-clutch automatic) gearbox, 
both of which are reserved exclusively for GT- 
Line. 

They join extensively re-engineered 1.6-litre 
GDi petrol and 1.7 and 2.0-litre turbodiesel 
power units with improved fuel economy and 
C02 reductions of up to 29g/km, which means 
significantly lower company car tax for the 
Sportage’s loyal business drivers. 

Fleet buyers are predicted to snap up 60 
per cent of Sportage sales and they will love 
this new Kia, particularly the 1.7CRDi manual, 
which I found to be the pick of the range on a 
driving exercise in the mountains of southern 
France. 

It’s little wonder that the 1.7-litre CRDi is pre¬ 
ferred by more than half of all Sportage buyers 
and the new model is now more than 7mpg 


more fuel-efficient in combined mode, while its 
C02 output falls by 16g/km to 119g/km. 

You get a top speed of 109mph with the 1.7 
along with 0-60mph in 11.1 seconds and aver¬ 
age fuel consumption of over 60mpg. 

There is a reduction in C02 of 29g/km for 
the lower-powered (134bhp) 2.0-litre CRDi en¬ 
gine with automatic transmission, while with 
the higher-powered (182bhp) version of the 
same engine with automatic transmission the 
reduction is 23g/km. 

Six-speed manual gearboxes are fitted to 
every model, but the 2.0-litre diesels are avail¬ 
able with a six-speed torque converter auto¬ 
matic which is a standard feature on the First 
Edition). 

Stability 

Intelligent all-wheel-drive is standard on 
1.6-litre T-GDi and 2.0-litre CRDi versions. 
It normally delivers 100 per cent of engine 
torque to the front wheels, but this can be re¬ 
distributed up to a maximum of 60:40 front-to- 
rear to enhance cornering stability or if road 
conditions deteriorate. For off-road driving, 
owners can manually select lock mode, which 
gives a 50:50 torque split at speeds of up to 
25mph. 

The system is now linked to advanced trac¬ 
tion cornering control, which monitors road 
speed, throttle input and steering angle and 
distributes torque between the left and right 
wheels to maximise cornering stability. 

A number of other electronic features in¬ 
crease safety such as electronic stability con¬ 
trol (ESC) and vehicle stability management 
(VSM) counteracting any understeer or over¬ 
steer. 

The new Sportage is 40mm longer than its 
predecessor, with a 30mm greater wheelbase 
but unchanged width and height - dimensions 
which make it look even more lithe and sporty 
while lowering its co-efficient of drag (Cd) from 


0.35 to 0.33 - helping to lower fuel consump¬ 
tion and emissions. 

There are improvements inside the cabin 
too where the lack of visible instruments is the 
most striking feature on modes from grade-2 
upwards thanks to a 7 or 8inch touchscreen 
system containing all the technology we have 
come to expect from quality manufacturers. 

Visibility is improved thanks to a taller tail¬ 
gate, narrower pillars and lower door mirrors 
while there is more room inside the five-seat 
cabin thanks to the wider wheelbase. Boot ca¬ 
pacity, with the spare tyre in place, has risen 


by 26 litres with all seats in use at 491 litres, or 
1,480 litres when they are folded down. 

It’s disappointing that the rear seats still 
don’t fold completely flat, something that al¬ 
ways annoys me when carrying bigger loads, 
bit it’s only a small irritation. 

In the UK the Sportage is already Kia’s 
best-selling model, claiming close to 29 per 
cent of the company’s sales thanks in a big 
way to the company’s unique seven-year or 
100,000-mile warranty. 

You also get Kia’s Care-3 and Care-3 Plus 
servicing packages, offering retail customers 


fixed-cost, inflation-proof servicing for the first 
three or five years. And the added bonus is 
that both warranty and servicing packages are 
fully transferrable should you sell the vehicle 
on. 

The Sportage is also a very safe car to drive, 
receiving a five-star rating from Euro NCAP 
and praise for levels of passenger protection. 

The new Sportage scores highly all-round. 
It’s an easy and comfortable car to drive, sits 
well and handles firmly on mountainous roads 
and is set to be a leader in the small SUV sec¬ 
tor sales this year.

CLOSE your eyes and you could be driving a 
Volkswagen or an Audi ... or a Skoda, come 
to that. 

There’s the same slick precision about the way 
everything works; the result of sinking billions of eu¬ 
ros in development costs in budgets decided long 
before the VW Group’s recent woes raised their ex¬ 
pensive heads. 

Now open your eyes (best do it soon if the car is moving) 
and you’ll discover the badge reads SEAT, from the Spanish 
outpost of the world’s biggest - or second biggest - car 
maker. 

That means it’s supposed to slip into a VW Group port¬ 
folio where Audi equals posh, Volkswagen is solidly middle 
class, Skoda is all about value (not cheap prices any more) 
and SEAT has a touch of Latin zing. 

Take the car tested here. It’s the latest and mildly modi¬ 
fied version of the popular Ibiza, uniquely offered in cars of 
this size as a three-door hatch (the SC), a more practical 
five- door or the ST, for Sports Tourer, or what you and I call 
an estate. 

Prices start at precisely £10,000 and adding a couple of 
doors costs £450 but the boot space stays the same. Opt 
for the estate and it’s a slightly longer car with a much big¬ 
ger load area and a price hike of £1,150 over the three-door 
Ibiza. 

The refreshed range looks much the same as before, with 
only LED driving lights on dearer models and a new choice 
of colours and alloy wheels to give the game away. Inside, 
there’s a new steering wheel and new look dials and trim.

So, not much to talk about there, but the Ibiza always was 
a bit of a looker in a class where stodgy rules more strongly 
than smart. 

Rather more happens in the bits that matter most, from 
new steering to refreshed range of eight engines, starting 
with a 75 horsepower three-cylinder petrol unit and topping 
out with 192 when the new 146mph Cupra version arrives. 

No price for that yet, but the 1.2 litre CONNECT model 
on test costs £14,170 as a three-door SC. Diesels (with only 
a single 1.4 litre on offer in a class that is wildly tilted to¬ 
wards petrol) cost from £16,885 and come with a company 
tax efficient 95g/km rating and theoretical 78.5mpg average 
consumption. 

SEAT is pushing the connectivity of this latest Ibiza, mean¬ 
ing that if you choose the right model, or add an upgrade, 
you can turn your car into a version of your smartphone. In¬ 
deed, go for a CONNECT trim level and there’s a Samsung 
Galaxy A3 mobile phone as part of the package. 

The car will talk to Android or Apple operating systems, 
letting you talk to the world with safety and ease, or listen 
to your favourite music. It will, with a new SEAT CONNECT 
App, let you monitor your heartbeat, but best not check 
moments after that idiot pulled out in front of you without 
looking. 

The CONNECT version of this Ibiza revamp looks like the 
sweet spot of the range and comes pretty well loaded with 
kit. As well as the cleverness outlined above there is satellite 
navigation, DAB radio and a six speaker sound system with 
Bluetooth. 

A pair of 1.0 litre petrol engines are available, one with a 
turbo and more power. Next up is the four-cylinder 1.2 litre of 
the car you see here, with more than useful performance on 
a mix of country roads, where the 43mpg shown at journey’s 
end seemed about par for the course. 

And with every inch covered this latest, mildly tweaked 
Ibiza displayed the crispness in response from steering, 
clutch, gearchange and brakes that mark it out as a member 
of the VW Group family. 

Which makes it a bit of a bargain if you choose carefully.

Refreshed 
and new 
model in 
i20 range

Hyundai’s popular 120 hatchback has been 
refreshed for 2016 with a downsized petrol 
engine and a new model in the range. 

Forget those fancy European brands you think 
you know; when it comes to making a solid private 
purchase, the Hyundai i20 is about as sensible as 
you can be - and that’s a good thing. Smart, well- 
equipped, good value and offering a slick driving 
experience, it’s hard to fault, but that hasn’t stopped 
Hyundai giving the i20 an update for 2016. 

Most importantly, it’s now available with a brand-new 
three-cylinder turbocharged petrol engine, in two power out¬ 
puts with impressive claims for fuel consumption and perfor¬ 
mance. Equipment upgrades have been made across the 
range while there’s a whole new model too; the i20 Active is 
designed to be a compact crossover, with a 20mm increase 
in ride height, unique bumpers, roof rails and a rear spoiler. 

The standard i20 is a neat and inoffensive piece of design, 
but in the new Active form, there’s a little bit more going on. 
The extra detail in the front bumper gives the front end some 
additional presence, as does the increased ride height. It’s 
not as distinct from its conventional sibling as some rival 
offerings, but it will snare some buyers that find the regular 
five-door too conventional. 

Hyundai’s image has also come a remarkable way in a 
matter of years. Its badge carries as much weight as many 
European rivals and in cars like the i20 and Santa Fe, it is 
producing cars with distinction. 

Comfortable 

There’s no sheet metal changes for 2016, so the i20 
keeps its exterior and interior dimensions. Those seated up 
front should find it easy to get comfortable. Although the 
seats aren’t huge, they offer useful support and the low-set 
dashboard means the view out is good. In the rear, it’s a 
little tighter for space with headroom at a premium for those 
near six feet tall, but legroom is good for the class as is the 
boot space. 

While the Active model has suspension raised by 20mm, 
its effect on the i20’s behaviour is minimal. The ride quality is 
good on the vast majority of surfaces, with only particularly 
poor surfaces creating significant intrusion into the cabin. 
On the flip side, the handling is safe and secure if unremark¬ 
able, but the steering is light and accurate plus the raised 
ride height doesn’t make the i20 Active suddenly heel over 
in corners. 

What really marks out the 2016 i20 however is that new 
powerplant. Three-cylinder turbo engines used to be the 
preserve of Japanese Kei cars but this Hyundai offering is 
a gem. The on-paper performance might seem modest, but 
this belies how perky it feels. It will rev quite happily with¬ 
out significant engine noise, but better still is the generous 
torque which allows you to be lazy with the gearshifts and 
still make good progress. Despite that, the official figures 
are impressive with 58.9mpg combined and 1 lOg/km of 
C02, while the 120PS version feels no quicker on the road. 

Go for the i20 Active model and you get 17-inch alloy 
wheels, LED daytime running lights, DAB radio and rear 
parking sensors for your £15,225, and this comes with the 
100PS 1.0-litre turbo engine only. The regular i20 starts at 
£10,995 for the S model and even this comes with electrical¬ 
ly adjusted and heated door mirrors, height adjustable driv¬ 
er’s seat, reach and rake adjustable steering wheel and an 
MP3-compatible stereo with USB and auxiliary inputs. The 
top-spec Premium Nav SE with the top diesel engine is only 
£17,700, so the i20 is impressive value across the range. 

If the i20 Active is big enough to suit your lifestyle then it 
makes an exceptionally strong case as a private purchase. 
It’s excellent value for money whatever specification you 
choose, while the Active model not only combines the best 
engine choice but also adds in a little more ruggedness. It’s 
an ideal first car while older folk will find the raised driving 
position a useful boon too. There are more sparkling drives 
in the class but for many drivers this is of lesser importance 
than value and equipment. 

This car summed up in a single word: Surprising 
If this car was a: movie, you’d be impressed beyond your 
expectations, but also tempted to keep it a secret.

£60,000 tag

There are any number of reasons for choos¬ 
ing a car (budget nothwithstanding), from 
performance to luxury features and from 
space and practicality to economy. 

So, if you have £60,000 to spend - and it seems 
a surprising number of people have - then Volvo’s 
latest XC90 seems to tick all the boxes. 

It’s a spacious, luxuriously equipped seven seater and a 
technical tour de force, a showcase of things to come from 
Volvo which achieved record sales in 2015, and if the XC90 
is a taste of the future then rival premium brands need to 
look to their laurels as Volvo uses the platform and the tech¬ 
nology in other sectors of the executive express market. 

The previously-launched twin turbo diesel and super¬ 
charged and turbo’d petrol versions of the XC90 have won 
Volvo sales and industry accolades: the new flagship is a 
petrol-electric hybrid which uses its two forms of propulsion 
not only to be the range’s performance flagship (0 to 62mph 
in 5.7 seconds) but also to be economy king, saving thou¬ 
sands of pounds in tax, in particular for company car users. 

Volvo calls it a twin-engined car but it is almost a triple en¬ 
gine set-up: the starting point is a two litre, four cylinder pet¬ 
rol engine but it’s supercharged to boost low level response 
and turbocharged to add power and torque further up the 
rev range. Then there’s a powerful electric motor driving the 
rear wheels and supplementing performance. 

So, in total, you have up to 407bhp and a whopping 
640Nm of torque on tap when the two are working together. 
Hardly surprising this big car is so quick and responsive. 

Official 

The XC90 can, in theory, run for up to 27 miles on electric 
power alone, or it can be used in hybrid mode to assist the 
petrol engine’s performance. It has an official 134.5mpg fuel 
economy and ultra low 49g/km of C02 emissions. 

What you actually achieve will depend on driving style 
and journey type. You could accomplish an average com¬ 
muting trip without using any petrol at all, and therefore with 
zero emissions. Once the battery is flat and you’re running 
on petrol only, around 30mpg is likely (although that is by no 
means outrageous for a big, seven-seat SUV). 

You can choose between several modes, although the 
standard ‘hybrid’ switch position does perfectly well for 
most circumstances. In two of the options you get the full 
benefit of both propulsion systems - power, as it suggests, 
is for maximum performance while the All Wheel Drive posi¬ 
tion distributes the same power in a different way for maxi¬ 
mum traction when the going gets slippery. 

As with all hybrids, you do get some power back through 
a regenerative braking system as you’re travelling. But Vol¬ 
vo has taken this a step further with a new position on the 
eight-speed automatic transmission: in B for Brake the pow¬ 
er regeneration is optimised, while also adding extra braking 
effect through the electric motor if, for example, you’re on a 
steep downhill stretch or towing a trailer. 

While fuel efficiency is one thing, the area where hybrids 
come into their own is in wallet efficiency. For a start, you get 
£2,500 from the government just for buying one. Then there 
is lower road tax but the big winner is in terms of company 
car tax: for example in 2016/17 an XC90 hybrid driver will 
pay £1,691 while the driver of a similar, conventionally pow¬ 
ered SUV will be stumping up more than £7,000. 

The XC90’s interior befits the car’s premium status and 
price tag, and unusually that applies no matter where you sit 
inside it - rear or front. There are, of course, all the airbags 
and electronic safety aids you’d expect, but there are some 
new ones. Two are more world firsts for Volvo - ‘run off road 
protection’ and auto brake at junctions. The City Safe fea¬ 
ture includes pedestrian and cyclist detection capability with 
fully automatic braking if necessary. 

The luxurious, leather and chrome clad interior is matched 
by the smooth power delivery thanks to the matching of the 
two propulsion systems and smooth eight-speed transmis¬ 
sion. Ride quality is good and noise levels low. 

The centre console is dominated by a colour touch screen 
control system, with connectivity. The XC90 comes in three 
trim levels and all are seven-seaters, with leather uphol¬ 
stery, the full range of safety systems, active LED headlights 
(which follow steering cues), a power-operated, hands-free 
tailgate, and two-zone climate control. 

This flagship model’s price is £64,250 (before the £2,500 
grant) which is £14,000 more than the conventional diesel 
and £10,000 more than the petrol-only. But, to put that in 
context, you have to factor in the hybrid’s tax-saving for 
company car drivers and that it has a significantly lower 
price tag than some of its more conventional competitors. 

The standard diesel and petrol XC90s have, deservedly, 
won widespread acclaim but the hybrid is undoubtedly a 
major step forward - an example of how automotive technol¬ 
ogy is achieving greater efficiency without loss of driveability 
or comfort.

Wolves boss Ronnie Allen shows Bailey the way 


50-year anniversary of 
golden great's signing 


FIFTY years ago, Wolves acquired the 
services of the man who I believe to be 
the club’s greatest captain I have seen 
in action. 

I must admit that I am biased on two counts. 
Firstly, I only saw my first Wolves match in 
1965; secondly I collaborated with Mike Bailey 
in the writing of his story, ‘The Valley Wander¬ 
er’. Here is how a true Wolves great started his 
decade at Molineux. 

Somewhat unexpectedly, in late February 1966, 
Charlton boss Bob Stokoe called Bailey into his office, 
told him of Wolves’ interest and asked if he would like 
to go to Molineux and talk with them. 

Experience 

His first experience of playing at Molineux had 
come the previous November when in the Charlton 
team that drew 2-2. He already knew Ernie Hunt, 
who had joined Wolves a few months earlier, from 
sharing a room with him on England under-23 duty. 

Hunt had told him he would enjoy it at Molineux 
as he did, and he was also aware that Wolves boss 
Ronnie Allen, who he knew from his time at Crystal 
Palace, was interested in him. 

Former Chronicle editor and keen Wolves fan Steve 
Gordos remembers that November match. 

“My first proper glimpse of this all-action man was 
when he figured in a Charlton side playing against a 
newly-relegated Wolves in a Second Division clash at

Molineux which ended 2-2,” he said. “Wolves led at 
half-time after Hughie Mcllmoyle broke the deadlock, 
but Bailey was very much in evidence when he burst 
through to equalise. 

“Ron Saunders - yes that Ron Saunders - missed 
a penalty but then put the Londoners ahead before 
Wolves levelled within two minutes thanks to a neat 
header from Ernie Hunt.” 

What really impressed Bailey was the Molineux 
crowd. He recalls how they really got behind the 
team. The atmosphere was friendly but electric and 
he knew he wanted to play in games like this every 
week. 

It was at the end of February 1966 when Wolves 
and Charlton agreed terms for Bailey’s transfer. 

Wolves were playing Derby at the Baseball Ground 
and while the spoils were being shared, Bailey was 


helping Charlton to a 2-1 win at Leyton Orient - it 
proved to be his last game for the Addicks. 

Two days later, Monday February 28, the England 
international - Bailey won two caps against the US 
and Wales - was at Molineux and liked what he saw, 
agreeing to join Wolves for a fee of £40,000. A day 
earlier he had celebrated his 24th birthday and would 
prove an inspirational figure at Molineux. 

Having had a look around and spoken with chair¬ 
man John Ireland and boss Allen, Bailey was im¬ 
pressed, but really wanted some time to discuss 
things with his wife Barbara. 

“She was working in London, had never been to 
the Midlands and would be away from her family, so 
it was a big decision for her as well,” Bailey recalls. 

“The deal was completed in the shortest possible 
time for I left London at 12 o’clock and was back at 
six having spent no more than half an hour complet¬ 
ing the formalities at Molineux. 

“I was sad to leave Charlton and I am always made 
very welcome at The Valley.” 

Within a period of a little over 12 months Bailey 
had succeeded the great Ron Flowers as captain and 
led Wolves back to Division One. In May 1967 he was 
named Evening Mail West Midlands Footballer of the 
Year. 

As ‘The Valley Wanderer’ charts, Bailey was the 
talismanic leader who guided Wolves to their best top 
flight finish to date, a first major trophy in 14 years 
and numerous European adventures.

“The players’ performances over the past 
month have not gained the points they de¬ 
served,” Wolverhampton-born O’Driscoll said in 
a statement. 

“The players deserve enormous credit for 
adapting, finding different ways to play and 
maintaining their performance levels even, at 
times, in the face of frustration and disappoint¬ 
ment.” 

Initially the man fans wanted, O’Driscoll was 
hired as Walsall boss after Dean Smith opted to 
move to Championship outfit Brentford in De¬ 
cember. O’Driscoll won promotion with Doncas¬ 
ter and Bournemouth. 

But supporters showed their frustration with 
how he was running the team on Saturday, with 
O’Driscoll later expressing his disappointment at 
the hostility he faced from the home crowd. 

Prior to the sacking, Walsall’s board had a rep¬ 
utation as one of the most patient in the Football 
League with Smith the fourth longest serving 
manager in the country before his departure. 

But in this instance, club bosses felt they had 
to act. “On behalf of the board we thank Sean for 
his time, effort and dedication during his short 
spell at the club and wish him well for the fu¬ 
ture,” chief executive Stefan Gamble said in a 
short statement.
